giniansinthe government service, Those persons 
not employes of the government will be prose- 
cuted under section 12 of the civil service, which 
Provides that no person shall in any govefn- 
ment building solicit or receive contributions 
for any political purpose. The commission 
holds that a person not connected with the govern- 
mentin any way may ask for and receive money 
from government employes for a political Po . 
boss anywhere except in a government building, 
but that where the oceurrence takes place on gov« 
emment property or where letters are sent to a 
government building, those concerned are liable to 

Ofecution. It is also proposed to prosecute 
essts, Goodwin and Verser, who are government 
employes, under section 11 of the act which prohib- 
‘sali persons from drawing compensation from 
the United States from beingin any manner con- 
Nected with political assessments.

MAHONE’S DARING SCHEME. 


To Proclaim His Own Election and Call For 
Federal Support. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va., October 30.—Within tho 
past ten days information, which has been 
partially verified;by semi-official reports, has 
reached democratic headquarters to the effect 
that Mahone has made and is continuing to 
make large inroads into the white vote in those 
parts of the state where protection is almost a 
craze with the people. Similar reports come 
from the counties which are tax-ridden to the 
verge of poverty by the exactions of the inter- 
nal revenue laws. 

The condition of the farming masses in Vir- 
ginia never was as deplorable as it is at pres- 
ent. There is no prosperity among them. 
Floods, freshets and continuous rains ruined 
their entire crops this year, and starvation 
stares the very poor.people of the rural dis- 
tricts in the face. 

Mahone is said tobe amply supplied with 
money. “o deny that there is a large pur- 
chasable vote in Virginia, Chairman John S. 
Barbour knows would be absurd. And Ma- 
hone is using the “‘boodle.” Itis also stated, 
on what seems to be good democratic author- 
ity, that Mahone has concluded satisfactory 
negotiations with a sufficient number of demo- 
cratic election judges in the “Black Belt’’ to 
secure a “free poll anda faircount”’ of the 
negro voters in that region. HH this is true, 
Mahone’s majority there alone would range 
anywhere from 14,000 to 18,000, which would 
probably overbalance by 6,000 or 8,000 any ma- 
jority the democrats would accumulate in the 
“white sections. ’"Mahone’s greatest danger is 
in the ‘‘Black Belt,’’ and if he has, as re- 
ported, secured the negro vote there, the re- 
publican leaders consider him safe. 

There is no betting except on what the ma- 
jority will be against Mahone. At the same 
time, Mahone and his followers are equally 
contident of carrying the state by a majority 
of from 10,000 to 20,000. 

Mahone bas had prepared a registration list 
ofallthe republican voters at every precinct 
in the state. Under his instructionsa “drag 
net’ canvass has been made of every voter. 
He will have trusted agents at every voting 
place who will record every republican ballot 
cast and every republican ballot refused. 
Witnesses will be present to testify to any and 
allacts of obstruction, intimidation or other 
iNegal acts at the poils. 

At the close of the election full reports are 
to be forwarded to the boss at his Petersburg 
home. Mahone will then constitute himself 
and the candidates on the state ticket with 
him a returning board. 

it is stated with the utmost confidence by re- 
publicans that Mahone and his board will be 
able to satisfactorily demonstrate that the re- 
publican state ticket and a majority of the re- 
publican members of tho state senate and 
house of delegates have been fairly elected. 
These facts established to his own satisfaction, 
it is then said to be the purpose of the Viginia 
boss to call his “‘legislature’’ together. This 
body, as the programme is understood, will 
canvass the returns for governor, lieutenant 
governor and attorney~general, and probably 
declare the republican ticket elected. 

Of course the regular legislature will at the 
same time have declared the election of Mc- 
Kinney and the democratic ticket. 

Then the question arises, will Mahone at- 
tempt to set up a dual government and call on 
Harrison for troops to sustain him, as the car- 
petbag governors of Louisianaa nd South Car- 
olina called on Grant in ’76? 

This matter has been discussed by the pres- 
ent state authorities. Fitzhugh Lee will be 
governar till January 1, 1890. It is presumed 
that he would promptly quell any such insur- 
rectionary proceedings by the arrest and im- 
priscnment of Mahone, his usurping govern- 
‘mentand his bogus legislasare.

How Two Nashville Youths 
Themselves. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 30.—[Special.]— 
The temptation to play race horses has brought to 
grief two young men, one of whom was a trusted 
clerk ina jewelry store, They are Sam Klein, aged 
sixteen years, and Frank Green, aged twenty years. 
One clerked for Mr. Lusky, on North CoHege street, 
and a brother clerking for Mr. Silberman, or North 
Cherry street. According to their own confession 
they have taken a number of watches from one of 
these stores and pawned them at the other through 
Sam Kiein, a middle man, using the money to play 
the races. In onecasea gold watch was pawned 
twice at one store and three times at the other, 
the two boys working together in the scheme. 
From the fact that cach pawn store has 
handreds of watches the scheme has been easily 
worked without detection, and might have been 
longer continued had not Mr. Lusky’s attention been 
attracted by a watch with peculiar markings, In 
addition to this the boys pocketed the money with 
which the customers had redeemed certain piedges. 
Becoming bold, throigh success, they began to sell 
watches to other parties for a small per cent of the 
actual value.

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'CRONIN’S TAKING OFF. 


THE INVESTIGATION AS TO THE 
CAUSE OF IT. 


TESTIMONY IN COURT YESTERDAY. 


The Exciting Meeting of Clan Number 
Twenty and the Part That Beggs Took 
In It—The Report on the Triangle. 


Cmicaco, October 30.—At the opening of 
court in the Cronin trial this morning, State’s 
Attorney Longenccker asked for an attachment 
for Edward Shellman, of Peoria, Di, district 
officer of Clan-na-Gael. Mr. Longenecker 
said Shellman had been served with a sub- 
pena, and had agreed to come when called 
for. Two telegrams had been sent to him, but 
he had not responded. The attachment was 
ordered issued. The first witness sworn was 
Dennis O'Connor. He testified that he was a 
member of camp 20 Clan-na-Gael. At the 
meeting of the camp on February 8th last, 
witness said he heard Thomas O’Connor state 
that he had heard read in Dr. Cronin's camp 
the minority report of the committee appointed 
to try the executive body of the order. Names 
of members of the executive body were not 
mentioned, and witness said he never knew 
who composed the triangle. Then it was 
voted to appoint a committee to go up to 
Cronin'’s camp and 

INVESTIGATE THE MATTER 
of the minority report which Cronin had read. 
His cross-examinatiou elicted nothing new. 

Stephen Colleran, who was on the stand at 
the time of adjournment last evening, was re- 
called, and, after answering afew unimportant 
questions from the state,was turned over to the 
defense for cross-examination. It developed 
nothing of interest. Patrick Nolan, financial 
secretary of camp 20, produced his record 
beok, and from it testified as to num- 
bers borne by Coughlin, Cooney, O’Sul- 
livan, Beggs so Burke, all of 
whom, except Cooney, are now on 
trial. Witness further testified that he was 
present at the meeting of the camp on the 
night of May 3d, the day preceding Dr. Cronin’s 
death ; that Beggs presided; that there was a 
call for the report of the secret committee ap- 
pointed on February 8th, and that Beggs re- 
plied that the committee was to report to him 
alone. 

Witness said that on the Sunday following 
Cronin’s disappearance he met Burke and 
Cooney about 5 o’clock in the afternoon in the 
saloon. This was before witness knew of 
Cronin’s disappearance. They went to another 
saloon and

The next witness was Captain Thomas F. 
O’Connor, the man whocreated the excite- 
ment in camp 20, on the night of February 8th

Disruption of the Inter-State Commerce 
Railway Association. 


Cutcaao, October 30.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Railway association is practically dead. 
The Rock Island, Burlington and St. Paul roads 
take the ground that the agreement has. been vio~ 
lated by the traffic arrangement of the Union Pa- 
cific and Northwestern, and that they will consider 
the agreement annulled. The Times tomorrow will 
say thatno formal notice is to be given of their 
intention to withdraw, but they will no longer be 
bound by the rulesof the arsociation. A special 
meeting of the western and northwestern divisions 
of the Western Freight association was held today 
to consider propositions for the restoration of rates 
between the seaboard and St. Paul. It was pro- 
posed to make through rates on a basis of $1.25 first 
class, and advance rates from Chicago to St, Paul to 
thirty cent basis. An agreement could not be 
reached aud the whole matter was tabled for 
further consideration at the regular meeting in No- 


aember. 

A conference was held last Saturday by President 
Gable. of Rock Island, President Miller, of st. Paul, 
and Vice-President Stone, of Burlington, the result

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MEXICAN MATTERS. 


Seventeen Revolutionary Leaders Executed 
at Gautemala. 

Crry oF Mexico, via Ex Paso, October 30.— 
A telegram from the capital of Guatemala, received 
in this city yesterday morning, stating that seven- 
teen revolutionary leaders had been captured and 
shot by Psesident Barillas, has given rise to some 
startling rumors here. One, whieh has gained cur- 
reney, ig that the revolution had been started in 
the mountainous distriets of Guatemala, bordering 
on the state of Chiapas, by General Barundia, and 
an exiled Guatematlian, now resident in this city, 
and that he had.been furnished arms and money 
forthe fevolutionary scheme by Mexicans and 
partiesin New York. It appears from the most au- 
th ¢ sources that the revolutioniste, though sill 
fighti®g, have been worsted in every encounter with 
the republican troops, and many of the leaders 
have been captured and shot. With the batch of 
executions reported to-day, twenty-four leaders 
have so far been executed by the forces of Barillas. 
It is said here that had General Barundia’s scheme 
successfully carried, he would have made him elf 
president of Guatemala, and would have formed his 
cabinét trom:exiles of the republic new living here, 
It is th® gemeral belief that the revolution has mis- 
carrieg in every particular, and that the scrub bat- 
tles Wii soon come to a close, and Barilias will re- 
main ‘president of the republic. Ii is not known 
here whether or not the Mexican government is in 
possession of any information upon the subject, but 
it is believed that it has kept itself posted, from the 
fact that nearly all of the fighting has been done 
in the neighborhood of its Chiapas frontier.¢ 


CHATTANOOGA’S BELT ROAD. 
Oppesition 


to Its Cunstruction From 


Several Citizens. 


OHATTANOOGA, Tenn., October 30.—[Spe- 
cial.j—An interesting railroad fight is in progress in 
the godrts. The belt railroad, operating forty miles 
of local transportation lines, attempted to builda 
line to Lookout mountaiu. They had to cross a road 
leading to Forest Hill cemetery. The Cemetery as- 
sociation enjoined them, and the county courts sub- 
sequentiy granted the right of way across the road 
in controversy. Today the citizens of St. Elmo, a 
suburb of Chattanooga, filed a bill to enjoin the 
company from building the road, and in order to 
avoid the right of way granted by the county, the 
bill attacks the charter under a 
late decision of the supreme court, as 
other companies are endeayoring to occupy the 
wiretten | now occupied by the Belt Railroad com- 
pany.

FEDERAL PRISONERS. 


SENATOR BARTLETT’S BILL WAS 
LOST YESTERDAY 1N THE HOUSE. 


A Resolution by Mr. Calvin, Looking to a _ 


Uniform System as to Hours in Southern 


Mills—Inebriates to be Discharged: 2 


Senator Bartlett’s bill, in reference to the 
keeping of federal prisoners, was lost yesterday 
in the house. 

It was toamend section 359—‘It shall be 
the duty of the keepers of the several jails 
within this state to receive into their respect- 
ive jails, and safely keep therein all prisoners _ 
committed under the authority of the United 
States, under the like penalties, and subject to 
the same action as in the case of prisoners 
committed under the authority of this state.’ 

That was the statute under which Jailer Birdsong 
was compelled to receive Joe Warren, and under 
which the jailer was fined, without indictment or 
trial, $50 for punishing the unruly negro. 

That’s what the bill proposed toamend, It pro- 
posed further, to vest the sheriff or jailer with au- 
thority to decline to recciye a federal prisoner. He 
might, however, receive such a prisoner with and 
by the consent of the county authorities—the pris- 
oner to be under like penalties and subject to 12s 
same action as in the case of state prisoners, 

Tbe bill was lost~—sixty-five ayes, fifty-four nays, 
It had passed the senate thirty to 0 and was rec- 
ommended favorably by the genera! judiciary com- 
mittee of the house. 

Inebriatesto Be Discharged. 

Dr. Felton, of Bartow, introduced a joint 
resolution yesterday, instructing and authorizing 
tle trustees of the lunatic asy!um to discharge from 
the asylum all inebriates, whether from alcohol, 
opiuw, or otber causes. 

The resolution was adopted. 

it was then ordered immediately transmitted to 
the senate. 

Surety Companies on Bonds. 

Mr. Patterson, of Bibb, is the author of a

Hours of Labor. 


When the bill by Mr, Jones, of Catoosa, in refer- 
ence to the hours of labor in -cotton and woolen 
mills in the state, passed the house, a leading ob- 
jection was that such a measure—admitted to bea 
humane and needed reform—would hurt the Geor-« 
gia mills unjessthe same thing was done in the 
other southérf states. 

To meet this objection, and to establish sucha 
uniform system, Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, intro- 
duced this resolution yésterday:

Whereas, Uniformity ih working hours, secured 
by act of congress, vould be in furtherance of a 
healthy competition between the cotton and woolen 
manufacturing establishments in the United States, 
and would otherwise place said establishments on 
an equal footing; be it 

Resolved, by the house of representatives ot Geor- 
gia, the s¢nafe concurring, That our senators aud 
representatives in congrel be requested to use their 
votes and theif ingjiuence In fayor of the enactment 
ofalaw which wili make uniform the number of 
working hours per day in thecotton and woolen 
manufacturing establishments in the United Statés. 

ésolved, That his excellency, the governor, be 
requested to forward to each ofthe senators end 
representatives in congress, a certified copy of the 
foregoing preamble and resolution.

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A Field Marshal Corrects Us. 

Editor Halstead, of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Gazette, who pays us the compli- 
ment of reading THE CONSTITUTION very 
closely, makes the following military com- 
ments on some remarks that appeared in 
these columns in regard to the proposed 
visit of General Joseph E, Johnston to At- 
Janta and the exposition: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION mentions that on 
Thursday General Joseph E. Johnston will be the 
honored guest of the exposition at Atlanta. THE 
CONSTITUTION ges rather beyond the ordinary 
forms of eulogy in commending General Johnston 
to the people, and says some happy things about 
the new and busy city that he will find built on 
the hills with which he is famillar—a new city giv- 
ing splendid evidence of the energy that character- 
azed the south in war, and is no less her character- 
istic in peace. There are a few words of sorrowing 
over “the defeat, crushing as it was,” and the 
“trouble and bumiliation” to which the south was 
subjected, and something as to the courage of the 
covviction of the old general made manifest—with 
all of which it is unnecessary and unreasonable to 
quarrel, because General Johnston is a man of the 
first distinction and of the highest personal char- 
acter. 

One exceedingly interesting chapter in history 
THE CONSTITUTION is particular not to touch, and 
that is Johnston's removal by Jefferson Davis in the 
crisis of the struggle for Atlanta; but that is a mat- 
ter of taste. There isin the article of THE CONSTI- 
TUTION one expression to which exception may be 
taken. Itisthat the generai will have an ovation 
in part “because he is the last surviving general of 
the confederacy.”” While Beauregard and Long» 
street are living it would seem that to speak of 
General Johnston as the sole surviving general is 
an unwarranted discrimination in his favor. There 
has been a steady growth of public judgment to the 
efiect that the foremost of the living southern gen - 
erals is Longstreet, and that he would, as a great 
faptatn, compare favorably in many respects with 
Lee and Jackson. 

It would be invidious to compare the 
merits of two such distinguished American 
soldiers as General Johnston and General 
Longstreet, but we can indorse most 
heartily any tribute which the Commercial- 
Gazette may feel disposed to pay to the 
military genius of Longstreet. He was un- 
doubtedly one of the greatest soldiers that 
the war produced. 

Therefore, there could be no intention of 
disparaging him or any other ex;confederate 
officer in alluding to General Johnston as 
the last surviving general of the confeder- 
acy. Longstreet was a lieutenant general, 
and so was General Beauregard, we believe. 
It would have been better, perhaps, toallude 
to General Johnston as the ranking general 
of the surviving confederate officers; but 
those who were interested in the matter had 
no such misunderstanding about it as that

Costly Coffee. 

According to Mr. Joseph J. O’ Donohue, 
the coffee-drinkers of the United States are 
paying for this article $30,000,000 a year 
more than they ought, Thisisa big sum 
of money and the statement is worth look- 
ing into. : 

There is no coffee trust, and no coffee 
*‘combine.”? There was an attempt to cor- 
ner the coffee market some months ago. A 
number of dealers got together and organ- 
ized for the purpose of buying all the coffee 
in the market; but the corner fell in with 
a tremendous crash, and some of the organ- 
izers were badly hurt. 

In view of these facts, Mr. O’ Donohue’s 
statement is interesting. In the absence of 
any trust, combine or corner, how is it that 
the consumers in this country pay $30,000,- 
000 a year more than coffee is worth? 

Mr. O’ Donohue says that the cause of the 
trouble is speculation—the coffee exchange 
of New York selling and buying 22,000,000 
bags of coffee when the crop is only 8.000,- 
000 bags. Hssays that this sort of thing 
has driven him out of business, 

Mr. O’ Donohue may be right in his con- 
clusions—he ought to know what he is 
talking about—and yet it ia queer that spec- 
ulation doesn’t have the same effect on the 
price of cotton that it has on the price of 
coffee. 

Perhaps some wise man will rise up and 
tell us the reason why. Meauwhile the 
puzzle is one to wrestle with. 


The Man and the Machine. 

The Chicago socialists are as malignant 
and stupid as any of their comrades, but 
they surpassed themselves, the other day, 
when they commenced a crusade against 
Jabor-saving inventions, 

At a recent meeting of these revolu- 
éionists one of the speakers said that the in- 
troduction of machinery had made manual 
labor such a precarious mode of earning a 
living that men had been driven into pro 
fessional life or into the army of tramps. 
The following resolution was adopted by a 
large majority: 

“ ‘Millions of Dollars in It.—A machine for pick- 
ing cotton was recently successfully tested by its 
Owners. According to the report each machine 
will throw out ofemployment 100 negroes, so that 
500 machines will throw 50,000 megroes out of em- 
ployment.’ 

“In view of the above facts we emphatically de- 
elare that to secure to every citizen, both white and 
colored, the inalienable right to life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness, that not only all the land, 
but all the machinery in the United States should 
be vested in the state for the co-operative use of 
all the people.”’

cided in favor of the machine. In old 
times mobs of laborers destroyed machin- 
ery because they belleved that its intro- 
fluction would throw them out of work. 
But they were compelled to submit, and 
in theend they found newlines of occupa- 
tion, an increased demand for labor, and 
better wages. As it has been in the past so 
it will be in the future. 

In our new. civilization the man and the 
machine are happily mated. They. are 
pinned together in an indissoluble union of 
indestructible parts.

LETTERS FROM TUE PEOPLE. 
A Card from. B. F. Thurman. 


Eprrors Constitution: I trust you will 
grant me space in your valuable and progressive 
paper to offer a reply toan article which appeared 
in the Milledgeville Chronicle ofthe 26th instant, 
signed ‘‘Visitor.”” Intrying to answer the argu- 
ments, advice and suggestions of this ‘Visitor’ to 
the lunatic asylum, I will quote his words and 
sentences as he lays them down, as near as I can 
do s0. 

The article is headed, “Opinions of a Visitor.’’ 
He comments upon the asylum, and thinks it in- 
expedient to change the board of trustees, and be- 
gins by saying, “‘Having to remain in this town for 
several days, I have paid a visit to your state lunatic 
asylum, and, in a quiet way, I have made a close 
and, I consider, an accurate examination into its 
management, its needs, treatment of inmates, sys 
tem of its government, and 80 on.” 

Now, in reply to this “accurate examination,” the 
‘*Visitor,’’ according to the language he uses, is not 
a citizen of this state, and as a visitor is no more a 
compet«nt witness or adviser in regard to our asy~ 
lum than I would be were I to make a visit to the 
Tennessee asylum, then cap the climax with the 
height of ridiculous folly by telling the people of 
that great state that I had made a “close ard accu- 
rate examination into its management and its 
needs,’’ and knew just what they needed. I should 
be considered by those people as nothing more or 
less than a wooded-headed dummy, stuffed only 
with egotism—as to the opinion of our taxpayers— 
upon the judgment ofour ‘Visitor,’’ which he has 
willingly, freely and voluntarily given to the pub. 
lic, I leave entirely tothe pergons from whom the 
enormous sum of $200,000 is annualiy taken for the 
support of this institution. 

But on the other hand we might be led to believe 
he is not a stranger within our gates—from the man- 
ner in which he quotes our laws and reguiations— 
but one of the very elect, whose position or other 
interest might possibly be involved in this proposed 
new bill. 

I do not say this theory is true, because I must. 
try to be fee that ‘‘he’’ isa ‘“‘visitor,’”’ although he 
manifests such deep and knowing cuncern about 
other peoples’ business, And in the future if he 
should decide to become a citizen of this great 
commonwealth, I do trust that he can be persuaded 
to come from behind the scenes; and no longer 
pose. as a “visitor,” for any man who by making 
one visit toan institution of such magnitude can 
makea close and accurate examination into its 
Management (these are his own words), “its 
needs, treatment of inmates, sysiem of govern. 
ment’ in all its details, shows a wisdom and fore- 
sight thatis worthy of all honor and praise, and 
performs a feat that no ordinary, or extraordinary 
Georgian can ever hope to accomplish bya ‘quiet 
visit’’ to this mammoth home, 

And again, he says, ‘1 am satisfied that these re- 
cent newspaper attacks as to the treatment and 
food of patients, are without foundation, 
not even bearing the semblance 
of truth and in al! probability eminating from some 
unfriendly source.”’ In this I perfectiy agree with 
our ‘Visitor’ as to these charges being false, but as 
to his probability of the source from whence they 
came, I know nothing—whether it was done by 
friend or foe—and having explicit faith inthe far 
reaching and searching capacity of our guest, I 
therefore willingly leave the further discovery in 
his bands—it is altogether foreign to the question 
atissue. Again, the board of trustees, he says, ‘‘by 
law they are required to meet at the institution 
monthly, and pass upon all business,"’ ete, 

Now, why did he not quote the law and the facts 
in full? Was it because he wished to stress these 
so called monthly meetings? Here is the law : 
‘Visit the iustitution monthly by at least one of the 
board, semisanoually by a majority, and annually 
by all of them, at such time as they may agree 
upon.” 80 much for his great anxiety about 
montbly meetings. 

Again he comes in with the question, ‘How often 
could a quorum be had to transact monthly busi- 
ness if this board consisted of ten members residing 
in different parts of the state?’ I have only this to 
say—he has appealed to the law, let him abide by 
the law, and that says only one member is required 
tomeet monthly, and as to residence, there are 
three congressional districts that join very near the 
asylum; if they desire an advisory board a sufficient 


number will be in easy reach of the institution, 
almost as near as the present board; and further 
more, according to the law, one of the present 
board will have to be retained, who can easily at- 
tend to that monthly business, 

In the next place, he says, “the present board of 
five members get $300 per annum, making a total 
of $1,5.0; while the proposed new board of ten 
members at the same price would be $3,000,’” 
then asks the question, “Does this look like 
reducing the cost of running the institution?’ 

All Ihave to say about this statementis that he has 
either ignorantly or purposely misstated the 


trustees $150 per annum 
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osed new bill which only proposes te pre dnt 
therefore 


pay their actual railroad fare in going to and return- 
ing from Milledgeville. but according to the theory 
advanced by this ‘Visitor’ they will notattend and 
will thereby get nothing. 

In winding up his general information, advice 
and directions asa non-resident, he displays con- 
siderabie knowledge of our institution in all fits 
various departments, even to the minutest details 
from the highest officials down to the blacksmith. 
Now, in conclusion, I wish *to say his reference to 
Dr. Powell meets my hearty approval. Iam glad 
to believe be is a,high-toned Christian gentleman, 
and is the right man in the right place. 

As to any member of the present board of trustees 
I have not said nor do I know of one word I could 
say dctrimenta! to theirsocial or financial character. 
I should not have presumed to reply to ‘Visitor’ 
had I not been the author of this new bill, and by 
circumstances beyond my control I have been 
forced to try and answer. 

This asylum is one of the grandest and nobclest 
works of charity founded and maintained by that 
spirit of liberality which so greatly abounds in tle 
breast of every .true and patriotic Georgian: 
And, “knowing that its needscall for about 
onesfifth of all our taxcs, I felt it to 
be my duty tooffer every precaution that possibly 
might lead to the mutual benefit both of the insti- 
tution and those whose taxes go to supportit. The 
salary of these members is merely nominal and is 
not increased except very slightly, as I have al- 
ready shown, and I had hoped the increase of the 
number to ten would verify and prove to us that in 
a “multitude of counselors there is safety,’’ and 
further, in order that they might not be subjected 
to any local issues or suspicions the bill proposes to 
de- localize the board by the appointment of one 
from each congressional district, and will also have 
the effect of bringing the institution and the people 
in closer harmony with each other.

In all my travels I have 
seen nothing to astonish me more than the splendid 
charities of the Episcopal church in the city of New 
York, I spent my of spare timein visiting some 
of them. Where poverty is the deepest, there 
you will find the clergy of Trinity, Grace, St. 
George's, St. Augustine’s, St. Paul's and other 
churches laboring and teaching and spending 
money. 

There are more than forty charitable institutions 
owned and supported by the Episcopal church in 
New York and some of them are on a colossal scale. 
For instance, St. Luke’s hospital received and ex- 
pended on the sick during lest year $92,00v. 

Afler spending three weeks among the delegates 
of the general convention I became convinced that 
one of the most marked characteristics of tbat body 
of Christian gentlemen was their solicitude for the 
relief of the unfortunate and the destitute, Yours 
very sincerely, RoBerRtT S. BARRETT.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Mr. CO. K. Lord, third vice president of the 
Baliimore and Ohio railroad, recently returned to 
Baltimore from a tour of the western lines of the 
company.

When completed 
the road willrun from Fairmont to Clarksburg, Va., 
intersecting the Baltimore and Ohio at both points, 
The distance is thirty-five miles, sixteen of which 
have been completed. The road runs through the 
richest coal regions in western Virginia, and in 
some places the coal ison the surface, The vein is 
about eleven feet deep and extends over an im- 
mense area. The object of the trip was to show the 
Baltimore and Ohio people the resources of the 
country, with a view of getting them to furnish 
rolling stock, at least, for the present,

SOUTHERN SOLDIERS. 


REMOVED FROM GEURGIA SOIL AND 
BURIED IN TENNESSEE, 


General Walker and Private Hackett's Re- 
mains Taken from Griffin to Chattanooga 
by Their Old Army Comrades. 


The bodies of General Frank M. Walker 
and Private Wright 8. Hackett, two confederate 


soldiers who were shot to death in frontof Atlanta » 


on the 22d of July, 1864, passed through Atlanta 
yesterday en route from Griffin to Chattanooga, 
where they will be laid to res¢today with military 
honors, 

Both were Tennesseeans, and were excellent sol- 
diers. 

The bodies were accompanied by Colonel Tom 
Fort, Captain 8S. J. A. Frazier, J. C, Biles, L. G. 
Walker, Major W. C. Payne, J. P. Smart, L. G. 
Green, Thomas Webster and J. H. Warner, 
of Chaftanooga, and when the Central train 
upon which they came up reached the union 
depot were received by adelegation of Atlanta's 
confederate veterans who did guard duty until the 
Western and Atlantic train left the city. 

General Walker and Private Hackett enlisted in 
the confederate army carly in the war and were as 
brave and fearless as any of ihe many thousands 
who gave up their lives for the cause they loved so 
“dearly. They followed Hood and Johnston through 
their state and Georgia and gaveup their lives in 
front of Atlanta on the twenty-second 
of July, 64. In that terrible bat- 
let General Walker was killed and 
Private Hackett wounded. The dead general and 
the wounded private were carried from the battle 
field and sent to Griffin, one to be laid to restand 
the uther to be consigned to a hospital, 

But Private Hackett’s wounds were mortal, and 


in August he died. 

Then his remains were laid to rest beside his gen- 
eral. 

And there the bodies have been since. 

General Walker came from Hawkins county, 
Tenn., and served two years in the Mexican war in 
the Tennessee yoluntetrs and was breveted for gal- 
lantry on the field. Returning home full of honors 
fur one sO young in years, he murried a daughier of 
the late Dr. Hugh W alker, an eminent phys'cian of 
Tenaessee, and in 1854 removed with his family to 
Chattanooga, and began the practice of 
law. His ability, courage and integ- 
rity made him friends, and he  rap- 
idly rose in his profession, and in 1859 he was 
elected attorney general of the Chattanooga district. 
At the first call to arms he responded with all the 
zeal of his loyal heart, and raised one of the first 
companies of Tennessee to join in with the confed- 
erate canse. He was rapidly promoted, and after 
the battle of Chicamauga was formally chosen 
colonel of the Nineteenth Tennessee regiment, hay- 
ing been in comw and, virtually, for more than a 
year, 

After the battle of Chickamauga — Walker 
was given command of Maney’s aly age 

It was in command of this brigade, in making a 
charge inthe hottest of the fray, charging the 
breasiworks of the enemy at Peachtree creek, in the 
front of his men, waving bis sword to the enemy's 
line and cheering them tothe charge, that he fe- 
ceived hisdeaih wound, and fell pierced to the 
heart with a bullet from the enemy’s works. 

The day previous General Walker's commission 
for promotion as brigadier general had been signed 
by the confederate government, and while his dead 
body was being’ borne trom the field the commission 
was on its ways. 

Of Private Hackett, the Chattanooga Rebel, print 
ed in Griffin on August 9, 18°4, says: 

Private Hackett was about twenty-six years old 
and was a lawyer of rising merit in Tennessee, and 
was one of the best soldiers, mest thorough gentle- 
men, and worthy men that the service afforded, 

He uniformly deciined promotion, being con» 
vinced that the private station is the post of honor. 
This was done through no affectation of acontempt 
for office, but always with modesty and firmness. 
He was twice tendered promotion as captain of his 
company, and twice received the commission as 
adjutant of his regiment, all of which he promptly 
declined. At the battle of Murfreesboro he was 
clothed with temporary command of the regiment 
by Colonel John H. Savage, commanding the regi- 
ment, who was suddenly called to managea de- 
tachment that was bsing flanked by the enemy. 
This was a rare and most signal compiiment to his 
ability and capacity for leadership, which was en- 
thusiastically accepted by the regiment, who foi.’ 
lowed him immediately afterward into a ‘charge by 
which the enemy was driven back and the detach- 
ment of two companies reileved from the danger of 
capture. 


TAKEN BACK HOME. 


The Rcmatns of Two Tennesseeans Taken to 
Chattanovga. 


GrirFrin, Ga., October 30.—[Special.]|—The
